There  were  63  deaths  in  1953  and  8L1  in  1951.  In  1953  there 
were  34  male  deaths  and  29  female.  There  were  no  deaths 
attributed  to  Pulmonary  Tub  .erculosis  for  the  second  consecutive 
year.  For 'the  fifth  successive  year  there  were  no  deaths  due 
to  Pregnancy,  Childbirth,  and  abortion.  There  were  21  deaths 
attributed  to  Coronary  disease.

During  the  year  1953  there  were  15  notification  of  new  cases 
of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  2 of  Tuberculous  Meningitis.

in  their  area,  it  was  not  until  the  9-10-54  that  the  patient 
Was  admitted  to  a bed  in  St.  David's  Hospital,  Brecon. 

It  is  thought  that  greater  use  could  be  made  of  beds  in 
areas  where  the  demand  for  chronic  sick  accommodation  is  not  so 
great  as  it  is  in  Monmouthshire.

WATER. 

The  main  water  supply  of  the  town  is  supplied  by  the  Wales 
Gas 'Board,  Monmouth  Gas  & Water  Undertaking.  This 'supply  is  a 
mixed  one  consisting  of  deep  spring  and  river  water,  different 
parts  of  the  town  being  supplied  by  different  Service  Reservoirs. 

All  supplies  are  filtered  and  chlorinated,  at  times  the 
amount  of  free  chlorine  found  in  the  supply  at  the  tap  is 
somewhat  excessive. 

The  supply  was  regularly  sampled  for  bacteriological 
examination,  of  18  samples  taken  14  were  satisfactory  and  4 
unsatisfactory. 

Generally  the  water  is  fresh  and  pleasing  to  the  palate 
and  is  of  moderate  hardness. 

4 samples  were  taken  from  other  supplies,  all  were 
unsatisfactory.  Users  were  advised  to  boil  water  before  drinking. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Four  new  houses  were  connected  to  the  sewer.  Two  new 
houses  to  septic  tanks. 

Sewage  disposal  is  by  settling  tanks  and  contact  beds. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS . 

There  is  alleged  pollution  from  the  Council1 s Sewerage 
Purification  Beds. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMO DATI  ON. . 


There  are  1,765  premises  with  Water  Closet  accommodation 
of  which  1,488  are  on  the  main  drainage  system  and  277  are  served 
by  cesspools  and  septic  tanks. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  area  of  collection  remains  the  same  as  for  previous 

years. 


Weekly  collections  are  made  in  the  town,  and  fortnightly 
in  outlying  areas.  Some  of  the  business  premises  receive  more 
frequent  calls. 

Whilst  a large  number  of  householders  use  proper  lidded 
bins  for  the  storage  of  House  Refuse,  quite  a number  use 
receptacles  which  are  inadequate,  insanitary  and  unsightly,  and 
cause  litter  in  the  streets.  It  is  suggested  that  remedial 
measures  be  taken.

Meat  Inspection  and  Other  Foods. 

438  visits  were  paid  to  the  Slaughterhouse  for  purposes 
of  meat  inspection. 

94. visits  were  also  paid  to  Shops  for  inspection  of  meat. 
Slaughterhouses . : 

The  facilities  for  storage  of  hides  and  skins  is  very  poor, 
but  every  endeavour  is  made  to  minimise  the  objectionable  sight 
of  these  skins. 

The  premises  are  regularly  sprayed  with  contact  insecticides, 
pnd  skins  and  bins  dustdfwith  insecticide  powder,  in  an  effort  to 
reduce  the  nuisance  from  flies.  The  individual  slaughterhouses, 
stock  pens,  and  hanging  rooms , drain  to  a trapped  gulley  connected 
to  the  sewer.  Spillage  over  this  gulley  grid  does  take  place 
but  this  is  swilled  off  the  causeway  with  water;  thus  any  blood  or 
manure.. jwhi cJv.may  find  its  way  into  the  river  is  very  much  diluted 
ahd:.icaus.es .little pollution . of  .the;  river .
